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STATEMENT  ON 

U.S.  AGGRESSION  IN  VIETNAM 


The  text  of  the  statement  on  the  United  States 
aggression  in  Vietnam  issued  by  the  meeting  of  the 
political  consultative  committee  of  the  Warsaw  Treaty 
Organisation  is  given  below: 


I 


'HE  member-nations  of  the  Warsaw  Treaty 


^  Organisation  represented  at  the  meeting  in 
Bucharest  of  the  political  consultative  committee — 
the  People’s  Republic  of  Bulgaria,  the  Socialist 
Republic  of  Czechoslovakia,  the  People’s  Republic 
of  Hungary,  the  German  Democratic  Republic,  the 
People’s  Republic  of  Poland,  the  Socialist  Republic 
of  Rumania  and  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics — ^liave  discussed  the  situation  created  by 
the  United  States  aggression  in  Vietnam,  particularly 
in  the  light  of  the  new  criminal  actions  of  the  U.S. 
armed  forces  aimed  at  extending  the  war  against  the 
Vietnamese  people. 

Those  taking  part  in  this  meeting  regard  the  bomb¬ 
ing  of  the  suburbs  of  Hanoi  and  the  port  of 
Haiphong,  the  biggest  cities  in  North  Vietnam,  as  a 
new  and  still  more  dangerous  stage  in  the  American 
policy  of  “escalation”  of  the  Vietnam  war. 

As  a  result,  the  Vietnam  war,  v/hich  has  seriously 
aggravated  the  international  situation,  is  assuming  a 
new  character  still  more  dangerous  to  world  peace 
and  security. 

Those  taking  part  in  this  meeting  angrily  condemn 
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these  criminal  actions  and  declare  their  full  support 
for  the  courageous  struggle  of  the  fraternal  Viet¬ 
namese  people  in  defence  of  their  freedom  and  in¬ 
dependence  and  for  the  unity  and  territorial  integrity 
of  their  motherland. 

The  United  States’  war  in  Vietnam  is  the  most 
cynical  manifestation  of  the  aggressive  policy  of 
American  imperialism.  It  is  an  outrage  against  inter¬ 
national  law  and  international  agreements  and  a 
flagrant  breach  of  the  United  Nations  Charter. 

It  was  the  United  States  which  frustrated  the  im¬ 
plementation  of  the  1954  Geneva  Agreements  which 
provided  for  all-Vietnamese  elections  and  the  re-uni¬ 
fication  of  Vietnam  without  any  foreign  interference. 

The  American  troops  went  to  Vietnam  as  invaders 
and  as  stranglers  of  the  freedom  and  independence 
of  the  Vietnamese  people. 

In  its  war  of  aggression  against  Vietnam,  the 
United  States  increasingly  employs  brutal  and  in¬ 
human  means,  destroying  the  civilian  population, 
and  not  stopping  short  of  using  napalm  and  toxic 
agents. 

Those  committing  these  crimes  are  following  in 
the  footsteps  of  the  Hitler  war  criminals.  The  actions 
committed  by  the  American  troops  and  their  satellites 
in  Vietnam  are  crimes  against  peace  and  humanity, 
crimes  for  which  they  bear  a  grave  international 
responsibility. 

The  aggressors  must  consider  the  lessons  of  history 
and  bear  in  mind  that  they  will  never  evade  responsi¬ 
bility  for  their  atrocities. 

The  American  aggressors  will  not  escape  retribu¬ 
tion  for  the  tremendous  material  destruction  and 
losses  caused  to  the  Vietnamese  people,  for  the 
devastated  towns  and  villages,  for  the  burnt-down 
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hospitals  and  schools,  for  the  destroyed  roads  and 
for  all  the  barbarities  committed  against  the  peaceful 
population. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  must  know 
that  the  more  crimes  that  are  committed  against  the 
Vietnamese  people,  the  heavier  the  guilt  and  the 
graver  the  punishment. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  is  striving  to 
foist  its  own  way  of  life  on  the  population  of  South 
Vietnam  by  armed  force  and  to  preserve  there  the 
rotten  regime  of  military  dictatorship,  which  is  deeply 
hated  by  the  people  and  only  holds  out  due  to 
American  bayonets. 

Nobody  has  the  right  to  dictate  his  v/ill  on  the 
Vietnamese  people,  any  more  than  on  the  people  of 
any  other  country.  Only  the  people  of  Vietnam  can 
decide  what  system  to  establish  in  their  countr}^  and 
this  is  their  inalienable  right. 

The  United  States  of  America  would  also  like  to 
enslave  other  countries  of  the  Indo-Chinese  peninsula. 

It  is  stepping  up  its  flagrant  interference  in  the  in¬ 
ternal  affairs  of  Laos,  subjecting  its  territory  to  air 
raids,  and  continuing  provocations  against  independ¬ 
ent  Cambodia. 

All  this  is  evidence  that  American  imperialism  is 
striving  to  stamp  out  the  national  liberation  move¬ 
ment  of  the  peoples,  to  deprive  them  of  their  sacred 
right  to  decide  their  destiny  themselves  and  choose 
the  road  of  development  of  their  own  choice. 

The  danger  which  arises  from  the  aggressive 
actions  of  the  United  States  government  is  further 
mounting  as  a  result  of  the  fact  that  it  is  striving 
to  draw  its  allies  into  the  Vietnam  war. 

Australia  and  New  Zealand,  Thailand  and  the 
Philippines,  and  also  the  South  Korean  puppet 
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regime,  have  already  dispatched  or  are  sending 
military  contingents  to  take  part  in  the  war  against 
the  Vietnamese  people. 

The  United  States  of  America  is  being  rendered 
political  and  material  support  in  Vietnam  by  the 
Federal  Republic  of  Germany. 

The  countries  that  are  helping  the  aggressors  with 
arms  deliveries  and  are  permitting  the  United  States 
to  use  their  territory  for  shipping  American  troops 
to  Vietnam  and  for  supplying  them  there,  are  accom¬ 
plices  in  the  aggression. 

Sooner  or  later,  the  governments  of  ail  these  coun¬ 
tries  will  have  to  answer  to  the  peoples  for  their 
actions. 

Nobody  will  be  deceived  by  the  assertion  of  the 
American  government  that  it  is  ready  to  conduct 
talks  on  the  settlement  of  the  Vietnamese  problem. 

These  statements  about  “peace  plans”  and  “peace¬ 
ful  negotiations”  are  false  from  beginning  to  end 
because  they  are  accompanied  not  only  by  the  con¬ 
tinuation,  but  by  the  expansion  of  hostilities. 

One  observes  a  blatant  incompatibility  between  the 
continuation  of  the  war  in  Vietnam  and  the  U.S. 
claims  that  it  wishes  to  take  steps  towards  disarma¬ 
ment. 

The  parties,  governments  and  peoples  of  our  coun¬ 
tries  express  admiration  for  the  courage,  staunchness 
and  resolution  of  the  heroic  VietnamLese  people  to 
achieve  victory  in  the  struggle  against  the  invaders. 

No  matter  how  the  aggressors  persist,  no  matter 
what  new  atrocities  they  commit,  they  will  not  be 
able  to  break  the  determination  of  the  Vietnamese 
people  to  secure  freedom  and  independence. 

Those  taking  part  in  this  meeting  consider  that  by 
their  struggle  against  American  imperialism,  the 
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Vietnamese  people  are  not  only  upholding  their  own 
national  rights,  but  are  making  an  important  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  struggle  of  the  countries  of  the  world 
socialist  system  and  of  all  the  peoples  for  peace, 
independence,  democracy  and  socialism. 

The  righteous  cause  of  the  Vietnamese  people 
meets  the  deep  sympathy  and  complete  solidarity  of 
the  socialist  countries,  of  the  international  working 
class  and  the  Communist  and  Workers’  Parties,  of 
the  national  liberation  movement  and  of  all  the 
forces  of  peace  and  progress. 

II 

The  parties  to  the  Warsaw  Treaty,  signatories  of 
the  present  Statement,  confirm  most  resolutely  their 
stand  on  the  Vietnamese  question. 

The  American  government  must  immediately  stop 
its  war  of  aggression  in  Vietnam  and  must  respect 
the  fundamental  national  rights  of  the  Vietnamese 
people  for  peace,  national  independence,  territorial 
unity  and  integrity  which  are  envisaged  by  the  1954 
Geneva  Agreements  on  Vietnam. 

Proceeding  from  the  fact  that  the  right  to  decide 
their  affairs  belongs  exclusively  to  the  Vietnamese 
people,  the  parties  to  this  meeting  fully  support  the 
four-point  programme  of  the  government  of  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  Vietnam  and  the  five-point 
programme  put  forward  by  the  South  Vietnam 
National  Liberation  Front,  which  are  a  just  basis  for 
the  political  settlement  of  the  Vietnamese  issue. 

They  fully  conform  to  the  1954  Geneva  Agree¬ 
ments  and  meet  the  interests  of  peace  in  South-East 
Asia  and  all  over  the  world. 

The  United  States  must  take  the  course  of  strict 
observance  of  the  Geneva  Agreements  on  Vietnam, 
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must  stop  its  aggression  against  the  Democratic 
Republic  of  Vietnam,  putting  an  immediate  and  un¬ 
conditional  end  to  the  air  raids  on  its  territory,  stop 
its  armed  intervention  in  South  Vietnam,  withdraw 
its  forces  and  the  troops  of  its  satellites  from  South 
Vietnam,  dismantle  all  American  war  bases  in  this 
country,  recognise  the  National  Liberation  Front  as 
the  only  genuine  representative  of  the  South  Viet¬ 
namese  population  and  recognise  the  right  of  the 
Vietnamese  people  to  determine  their  destiny  without 
outside  interference  and  to  decide  for  themselves  the 
question  of  national  unification  on  peaceful  lines. 

Ill 

Having  discussed  the  situation  in  Vietnam  which 
arises  from  the  expansion  of  hostilities  by  the  United 
States,  the  parties  to  the  Warsaw  Treaty; 

1.  Most  resolutely  warn  the  government  of  the 
United  States  of  the  responsibility  it  assumes  before 
mankind  by  continuing  and  expanding  this  war  and 
for  all  the  unforeseeable  consequences  that  may  arise 
from  this,  which  will  affect,  among  others,  the  United 
States  itself. 

2.  Are  rendering  and  will  go  on  rendering  the 
Democratic  Republic  of  Vietnam  ever-increasing 
moral  and  political  support,  and  every  kind  of  assist¬ 
ance,  including  economic  help  and  assistance  with 
the  means  of  defence,  materials,  equipment  and 
experts  which  are  needed  to  repulse  victoriously  the 
American  aggression,  taking  the  requirements  of  the 
new  phase  of  the  war  in  Vietnam  into  due  account. 

3.  Declare  their  readiness,  if  the  government  of 
the  Democratic  Republic  of  Vietnam  requests  it,  to 
allow  their  volunteers  to  go  to  Vietnam  in  order  to 
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help  the  Vietnamese  people  in  their  struggle  against 
the  American  aggressors. 

4.  Strongly  condemn  the  actions  of  the  United 
States  which  are  aimed  at  expanding  the  war  to  Laos 
and  Cambodia;  express  their  solidarity  with  the 
peoples  of  these  countries  and  demand  the  strict 
observance  by  the  United  States  of  the  1954  and  1962 
Geneva  Agreements  concerning  these  countries  and 
respect  for  their  sovereignty,  independence,  neutrality 
and  territorial  integrity. 


IV 

The  parties  and  governments  of  our  countries  be¬ 
lieve  that  united  actions  of  the  socialist  countries  are 
needed  to  achieve  the  victory  of  the  Vietnamese 
people. 

Each  of  our  countries  is  resolved  to  stint  no  effort 
in  the  future,  too,  and  to  take  every  measure  neces¬ 
sary  to  help  the  Vietnamese  people  cut  short  the 
American  aggression. 

The  parties  at  this  meeting  call  on  all  the  states 
that  prize  peace,  on  all  the  progressive  and  peace- 
loving  forces,  on  world  public  opinion,  on  the  inter¬ 
national  working  class  movement  and  on  the  Com¬ 
munist  and  Workers’  Parties  to  rally  the  front  of 
struggle  against  American  aggression  and  to  come 
out  resolutely  against  the  brutal  war  in  Vietnam,  in 
support  of  the  courageous  struggle  of  the  Vietnamese 
people. 

The  parties  to  the  Warsaw  Treaty  call  on  the 
governments  of  all  countries  to  do  everything  they 
can  to  put  an  end  to  the  United  States’  aggression  in 
Vietnam,  to  get  rid  of  this  centre  of  war  in  South- 
East  Asia  and  to  secure  a  relaxation  of  tension  and 
the  normalisation  of  relations. 
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No  state  and  no  government  which  cares  for  the 
destinies  of  the  world  can  or  should  be  indifferent 
to  the  actions  of  the  United  States  in  Vietnam. 

These  actions  are  not  only  a  threat  to  the  independ¬ 
ence  and  freedom  of  the  Vietnamese  people,  but 
create  an  ever  graver  threat  to  world  peace. 

Our  countries  express  their  conviction  that  the 
forces  of  peace,  supporting  the  struggle  of  the  Viet¬ 
namese  people,  can  make  the  American  imperialists 
stop  their  aggression  in  Vietnam,  and  thereby  make 
a  great  contribution  to  the  cause  of  safeguarding 
world  peace. 

The  just  cause  for  which  the  Vietnamese  people 
are  fighting  shall  triumph! 

The  people  of  Vietnam  shall  win!

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DECLARATION  ON 
STRENGTHENING  PEACE  AND 
SECURITY  IN  EUROPE 


The  text  of  the  Declaration  on  Strengthening  Peace 
and  Security  in  Europe,  which  was  adopted  at  the 
meeting  in  Bucharest  (July  5-7,  1966)  of  the  political 
consultative  committee  of  the  Warsaw  Treaty 
Organisation,  is  given  below: 

'^HE  People’s  Republic  of  Bulgaria,  the  Czecho- 
Slovak  Socialist  Republic,  the  Hungarian  People’s 
Republic,  the  German  Democratic  Republic,  the 
Polish  People’s  Republic,  the  Socialist  Republic  of 
Rumania  and  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics,  the  states  which  are  parties  to  the 
Warsaw  Treaty  of  Friendship,  Co-operation  and 
Mutual  Assistance,  represented  at  the  meeting  in 
Bucharest  of  the  political  consultative  committee, 
adopt  the  following  Declaration: 

I 

The  safeguarding  of  a  lasting  peace  and  of  security 
in  Europe  is  in  accord  with  the  ardent  desires  of  all 
peoples  of  the  continent  of  Europe  and  is  in  the 
interests  of  universal  peace. 

The  peoples  of  Europe,  who  have  made  and  are 
making  a  tremendous  contribution  to  the  cause  of 
the  progress  of  mankind,  can  and  must  create  in 
that  part  of  the  world  a  climate  of  relaxation  and 
international  mutual  understanding  which  would 
make  it  possible  fully  to  use  the  material  and

spiritual  resources  of  each  people  and  each  country 
in  conformity  with  their  will  and  decision. 

The  state  of  relations  between  the  countries  of 
Europe  exerts  a  great  influence  on  the  state  of  affairs 
throughout  the  world.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
two  world  wars,  which  cost  tens  of  millions  of  human 
lives  and  caused  tremendous  destruction,  broke  out 
on  the  continent  of  Europe. 

The  problem  of  European  security  did  not  arise 
today  or  yesterday.  It  was  placed  on  the  order  of 
day  half  a  century  ago  with  the  outbreak  of  the  First 
World  War. 

It  confronted  the  peoples  with  its  whole  vital 
significance  two  decades  later,  when  Europe  and  the 
world  were  confronted  with  savage  fascism,  which 
had  been  crushing  one  state  after  another. 

The  peoples,  who  entered  into  the  life-and-death 
struggle  imposed  upon  them,  were  inspired  by  the 
hope  that  they  were  waging  the  last  world  war. 

In  1945  the  aim  of  safeguarding  European  security 
appeared  to  be  close;  the  roads  to  it  seemed  to  be 
open.  German  fascism  was  overthrown  and  waited 
for  sentence  to  be  passed  on  it.  Justice  celebrated 
a  victory. 

The  peoples  who  had  just  lived  through  a  war  of 
unprecedented  brutality  against  nazi  Germany  de¬ 
manded  that  everything  be  done  to  prevent  the 
forces  of  militarism  and  aggression  from  again  inter¬ 
rupting  the  peaceful  life  and  constructive  labour  of 
the  present  and  future  generations. 

The  Potsdam  Agreement,  which  crowned  the 
relations  of  the  allied  powers  of  the  anti-nazi  coali¬ 
tion,  proclaimed  an  extensive  programme  for  estab¬ 
lishing  peace  and  aiming  at  the  future. 

For  the  first  time  in  history,  Europe  obtained  the 
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real  possibility  of  solving  the  problem  of  her  own 
security.  There  was  general  acknowledgment  of  the 
fact  that  the  main  condition  of  security  in  Europe 
is  the  prevention  of  the  revival  of  German  militarism 
and  nazism  and  the  safeguard  that  Germany  never 
again  will  threaten  her  neighbours  or  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  world  peace. 

It  was  also  generally  accepted  that  the  fulfilment 
of  this  main  condition  required  honest  and  friendly 
co-operation  between  the  states  of  Europe,  between 
all  states  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  European 
and  universal  peace. 

However,  developments  did  not  justify  these 
aspirations.  The  hopes  of  the  peoples  of  Europe  did 
not  come  true  and  their  desire  for  a  life  without 
military  alarms  has  not  yet  been  fulfilled. 

The  responsibility  for  this  rests  with  those  powers 
which,  immediately  after  the  victory  over  the  Ger¬ 
man  aggressors,  renounced  the  co-operation  which 
had  been  forged  in  the  great  anti-nazi  coalition,  did 
not  follow  the  common  road  of  building  peace  in 
Europe  and,  further,  themselves  became  the  ex¬ 
ponents  of  a  policy  of  aggression. 

Now,  two  decades  after  the  end  of  the  Second 
World  War,  its  consequences  in  Europe  have  not  yet 
been  liquidated,  there  is  no  German  peace  treaty  and 
hotbeds  of  tension  and  abnormal  situations  in  rela¬ 
tions  between  states  continue  to  exist. 

The  socialist  states  which  signed  the  present 
declaration  believe  that  the  elimination  of  this  situa¬ 
tion  and  the  creation  of  firm  foundations  of  peace 
and  security  in  Europe  assume  that  international 
relations  proceeding  from  the  renunciation  of  the 
threat  of  force  or  the  use  of  force,  and  the  need  to 
settle  international  disputes  only  by  peaceful  means, 
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should  be  based  on  the  principles  of  sovereignty  and 
national  independence,  equality  and  non-interference 
in  domestic  affairs  and  on  respect  of  territorial 
inviolability. 

The  states  of  Europe  should  strive  for  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  effective  measures  to  prevent  the  danger  of 
the  start  of  an  armed  conflict  in  Europe  and  for  the 
strengthening  of  European  collective  security. 

The  implementation  of  the  common  efforts  of  all 
the  European  nations  presupposes  the  responsibility 
and  contribution  of  each  state,  big  or  small,  irre¬ 
spective  of  its  social  and  political  system,  to  the 
development  of  a  worthy  co-operation  between 
sovereign,  independent  and  equal  states. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  states  participating  in  this 
conference,  in  the  present  situation  even  more  deter¬ 
mination  and  activity  is  required  of  all  the  Euro¬ 
pean  peoples  and  all  the  peace-loving  forces  in  the 
struggle  to  strengthen  peace  and  security  in  Europe. 

II 

The  growth  of  the  forces  which  are  coming  out  for 
the  preservation  and  strengthening  of  peace  is  one 
of  the  determining  features  of  the  present  inter¬ 
national  situation. 

The  imperialist  policy  of  aggression  is  resolutely 
opposed  by  the  socialist  states  with  their  huge  econo¬ 
mic,  political  and  military  might,  by  the  international 
working  class  headed  by  its  Communist  Parties,  by 
the  national  liberation  movement,  by  the  new  states 
which  have  achieved  independence  in  recent  years 
and  by  the  progressive  and  democratic  forces  of  the 
whole  world. 

They  want  the  security  of  the  peoples  to  be 
ensured. 
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Tendencies  towards  getting  rid  of  the  features  of 
the  cold  war  and  the  obstacles  standing  in  the  way 
of  a  normal  development  of  European  co-operation, 
for  the  settlement  of  outstanding  issues  through 
mutual  understanding,  for  the  normalisation  of  inter¬ 
national  life  and  the  rapprochement  of  peoples  are 
increasingly  appearing  and  developing  in  Europe. 

This  course  is  opposed  by  imperialist  reactionary 
circles  which,  pursuing  aggressive  aims,  strive  to  fan 
tensions  and  to  poison  relations  between  the  Euro¬ 
pean  states. 

A  direct  threat  to  peace  in  Europe  and  to  the 
security  of  the  European  peoples  is  presented  by  the 
present  policy  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
very  same  policy  which  in  another  part  of  the  world 
— South-East  Asia — has  already  brought  about  the 
launching  of  a  war  of  aggression  against  the  Viet¬ 
namese  people  and,  more  than  once  in  recent  years, 
lias  aggravated  relations  between  countries  until  they 
reached  a  state  of  international  crisis. 

The  United  States  interferes  in  the  domestic  affairs 
of  other  states,  violates  the  sacred  right  of  every 
people  to  settle  its  own  destiny,  resorts  to  colonial 
repressions  and  armed  intervention,  hatches  plots  in 
various  countries  of  Asia,  Africa  and  Latin  America, 
and  everywhere  supports  reactionary  forces  and 
venal  regimes  that  are  hated  by  the  peoples. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  aims  of  the  United 
States  policy  in  Europe  have  nothing  in  common 
with  the  vital  interests  of  the  European  peoples  and 
the  aim  of  European  security. 

The  American  ruling  circles  would  like  to  impose 
their  will  on  their  allies  in  Western  Europe  and  to 
make  Western  Europe  an  instrument  of  the  United 
States  global  policy,  which  is  based  on  the  attempt 
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to  stop  and  even  turn  back  the  historic  process  of 
the  national  and  social  liberation  of  the  peoples. 

Hence  the  attempts  to  involve  some  West  Euro¬ 
pean  states  in  military  ventures  even  in  other  parts 
of  the  world,  and  Asia  in  particular. 

The  United  States  aggressive  circles,  which  have 
the  support  of  the  reactionary  forces  of  Western 
Europe,  are  with  the  help  of  the  North  Atlantic 
Military  Bloc  and  the  military  machine  created  by 
it,  trying  further  to  deepen  the  division  of  Europe, 
to  keep  up  the  arms  race,  to  increase  international 
tensions  and  to  impede  the  establishment  and 
development  of  normal  ties  between  the  West  Euro¬ 
pean  and  East  European  states. 

It  is  for  these  aims,  alien  as  they  are  to  the 
interests  of  the  security  of  European  peoples,  that 
the  troops  of  the  United  States  still  remain  in  Europe, 
that  United  States  military  bases  are  located  in  West 
European  countries,  that  nuclear  stockpiles  are 
created,  that  nuclear  submarines  are  sent  to  the  seas 
that  wash  European  shores,  that  the  American  Sixth 
Fleet  sails  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  and  that  planes 
carrying  nuclear  bombs  fly  in  the  skies  over  Euro¬ 
pean  countries. 

The  U.S.  policy  in  Europe,  promoted  during  the 
post-war  years,  is  the  more  dangerous  for  the 
European  peoples  in  that  it  is  increasingly  based  on 
collusion  vdth  the  militaristic  and  revanchist  forces 
of  West  Germany. 

These  forces  are  openly  pushing  the  United  States 
to  promote  an  even  more  dangerous  course  in 
Europe. 

This  policy  is  reflected  in  the  projected  creation  of 
a  sort  of  alliance  between  the  American  imperialists 
and  the  West  German  revanchists. 
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The  militaristic  and  revanchist  circles  of  West 
Germany  do  not  want  to  take  the  vital  interests  of 
the  German  people  itself  into  account;  they  are  pur¬ 
suing  aggressive  aims  which  manifest  themselves  in 
all  their  actions — in  the  switching  of  the  country’s 
economic  potential  to  military  lines,  in  the  creation 
of  a  Bundeswehr  of  500,000  men,  in  the  glorification 
of  the  history  of  German  conquests  and  in  the 
nurturing  of  hatred  toward  other  peoples  whose  lands 
are  again  being  coveted  by  these  circles  in  the 
Federal  Republic  of  Germany. 

At  present  the  demand  for  the  possession  of 
nuclear  weapons  is  the  focal  point  of  this  policy. 

The  creation  in  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany 
of  a  scientific  technical  and  industrial  basis  that 
would  serve  at  a  certain  moment  for  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  their  own  atomic  and  nuclear  bombs  is  being 
openly  and  secretly  accelerated. 

By  their  joint  efforts,  the  peace-loving  countries 
and  peoples  have  so  far  succeeded  in  delaying  the 
creation  of  a  N.A.T.O.  joint  nuclear  force  which 
would  give  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  access 
to  nuclear  weapons;  but  the  plans  for  this  have  not 
been  shelved. 

The  fundamental  interests  of  all  the  peoples 
demand  the  renunciation  of  the  plans  for  creating  a 
N.A.T.O.  multilateral  nuclear  force. 

If,  however,  the  N.A.T.O.  countries,  acting  con¬ 
trary  to  the  interests  of  peace,  embark  on  a  course 
of  implementing  the  plans  for  creating  a  multilateral 
nuclear  force  or  giving  West  Germany  access  to 
nuclear  weapons  in  any  form  whatsoever,  in  that 
case,  faced  by  the  serious  consequences  that  this 
would  have  for  the  cause  of  peace  and  security  in 
Europe,  the  member-states  of  the  Warsaw  Treaty 
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Organisation  would  be  compelled  to  carry  out  the 
defensive  measures  necessary  to  ensure  their  security. 

The  territorial  claims  of  the  West  German  revan¬ 
chists  must  be  emphatically  rejected.  They  are 
absolutely  without  basis  or  prospects.  The  question 
of  European  frontiers  has  been  solved  finally  and 
irrevocably,  and  the  peoples  of  Europe  will  be  able 
to  bar  the  road  against  revanchism. 

The  inviolability  of  the  existing  frontiers  between 
European  states,  including  the  frontiers  of  the 
sovereign  German  Democratic  Republic,  Poland  and 
Czechoslovakia,  is  one  of  the  main  prerequisites  for 
ensuring  European  security. 

The  states  represented  at  the  present  meeting  con¬ 
firm  their  resolution  to  crush  any  aggression  against 
them  on  the  part  of  the  forces  of  imperialism  and 
reaction. 

For  their  part,  the  member-states  of  the  Warsaw 
Treaty  Organisation  declare  that  they  have  no  terri¬ 
torial  claims  whatever  against  a  single  state  in 
Europe. 

The  policy  of  revanchism  and  militarism,  carried 
through  by  German  imperialism,  has  always  ended 
in  fiasco. 

Given  the  present  balance  of  forces  in  the  world 
arena  and  in  Europe,  far  from  producing  any  advan¬ 
tages  or  benefits  for  the  Federal  Republic  of 
Germany,  it  is  attended  by  irreparable  consequences 
for  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany. 

The  interests  of  peace  and  security  in  Europe  and 
throughout  the  world,  like  the  interests  of  the 
German  people,  demand  that  the  ruling  circles  of 
the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  take  the  real  state 
of  affairs  in  Europe  into  account,  and  this  means 
that  they  take  as  their  point  of  departure  the  exist- 
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ence  of  two  German  states,  abandon  their  claims  for 
the  frontiers  of  Europe  to  be  carved  up  again, 
abandon  their  claims  to  the  right  exclusively  to 
represent  the  whole  of  Germany  and  their  attempts 
to  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  states  that  recognise  the 
German  Democratic  Republic,  renounce  the  criminal 
Munich  diktat,  and  acknowledge  that  it  has  been 
null  and  void  from  the  very  beginning. 

They  must  prove  by  deeds  that  they  have  really 
learned  the  lessons  of  history  and  that  they  will  put 
an  end  to  militarism  and  revanchism  and  will  carry 
through  a  policy  of  the  normalisation  of  relations 
between  states  and  the  development  of  co-operation 
and  friendship  between  peoples. 

The  German  Democratic  Republic,  which  is  a 
major  factor  m.aking  for  the  safeguarding  of  peace 
in  Europe,  has  addressed  the  government  and 
Bundestag  of  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  with 
constructive  proposals:  to  renounce  nuclear  arms  on 
a  reciprocal  basis,  to  reduce  the  armies  of  both 
German  states,  to  assume  a  commitment  not  to  use 
force  against  each  other  and  to  sit  down  at  a  con¬ 
ference  table  for  a  solution  of  the  national  problems 
of  interest  to  both  the  German  Democratic  Republic 
and  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  which  have 
developed. 

The  government  of  the  Federal  Republic  of 
Germany,  however,  evinces  no  interest  in  these 
proposals. 

The  states  which  have  signed  this  Declaration  sup¬ 
port  this  initiative  of  the  German  Democratic 
Republic. 

Having  examined  all  aspects  of  the  present  situa¬ 
tion  in  Europe  and  having  weighed  the  main  factors 
determining  her  development,  the  states  represented 
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at  the  meeting  have  drawn  the  conclusion  that  in 
Europe,  where  almost  half  the  states  are  socialist,  it 
is  possible  to  prevent  undesirable  developments. 

The  problem  of  European  security  can  be  solved 
by  the  joint  efforts  of  the  European  states  and  all 
the  public  forces  that  are  coming  out  for  peace, 
irrespective  of  their  ideological  views  and  religious 
or  other  convictions. 

This  task  will  be  all  the  more  successfully  accom¬ 
plished,  the  sooner  the  influence  of  those  forces  who 
v/ould  like  to  continue  aggravating  tension  in  the 
relations  between  European  states  is  paralysed. 

It  has  been  possible  more  than  once  in  the  post¬ 
war  period  to  upset  plans  designed  to  subvert  peace 
in  Europe. 

Of  decisive  importance  in  this  have  been  the  unity 
and  solidarity  of  the  European  socialist  states  and 
all  the  countries  of  socialism  and  the  foreign  policy 
of  peace  they  pursue,  while  remaining  vigilant  with 
regard  to  potential  violators  of  the  peace,  and  their 
readiness  to  co-operate  with  all  states  who  desire  to 
make  their  contribution  to  the  strengthening  of 
European  security. 

The  working  class  of  the  West  European  countries, 
its  vanguards  and  democratic  progressive  organisa¬ 
tions  and  the  peace  movements,  shaping  public 
opinion  among  the  broadest  mass  of  the  working 
people,  are  exerting  most  vigorous  efforts  towards 
the  same  aim. 

A  major  factor  which  increasingly  complicates  the 
carrying  out  of  war  gambles  in  Europe  is  the  growth 
of  the  influence  of  those  forces  in  the  West  Euro¬ 
pean  states  v/hich  are  aware  of  the  need  to  rise  above 
differences  in  political  views  and  convictions  and 
come  out  for  a  relaxation  of  international  tension, 
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for  the  comprehensive  development  of  mutually 
advantageous  relations  between  all  the  states  of 
Europe  without  discrimination  and  for  the  complete 
independence  of  their  countries  and  the  maintenance 
of  their  national  identity. 

The  states  which  have  signed  this  Declaration  note 
as  a  positive  feature  the  presence  of  circles  in  the 
Federal  Republic  of  Germany  that  come  out  against 
revanchism  and  militarism,  which  call  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  normal  relations  with  the  countries  of 
both  the  West  and  the  East,  including  normal  rela¬ 
tions  between  both  German  states,  and  are  pressing 
for  a  relaxation  of  international  tension  and  the  safe¬ 
guarding  of  European  security  so  that  all  Germans 
may  enjoy  the  blessings  of  peace. 

The  influence  of  those  who  are  coming  out  for 
peace  and  security  in  Europe  is  becoming  more  pro¬ 
nounced  with  each  passing  day,  while  the  exponents 
of  an  aggressive  course  are  beginning  to  lose  their 
positions. 

Ever  more  European  countries  and  peoples  are 
realising  where  the  real  danger  for  each  of  them  and 
for  Europe  as  a  whole  comes  from  and  what  is 
needed  to  protect  the  security  of  all  European  states. 

The  parties  at  this  meeting  proceed  from  the 
assumption  that  every  European  state  is  called  upon 
to  play  a  worthy  role  in  international  affairs  and  to 
become  a  full  participant  in  the  construction  in 
Europe  of  a  system  of  relations  between  peoples  and 
relations  between  states  in  which  the  security  of  each 
would  simultaneously  be  security  for  all. 

The  European  states  are  capable  of  solving  the 
questions  of  relations  between  them  without  outside 
interference. 

The  socialist  countries  hold  that  one  of  the  main 
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conditions  of  European  security  is  the  assertion  and 
development  between  states  of  normal  relations 
founded  on  observance  of  the  principles  of  sove¬ 
reignty  and  national  independence,  equality,  non¬ 
interference  in  internal  affairs  and  mutual  advantage. 

The  situation  in  Europe  proves  that,  despite 
various  obstacles,  these  principles  are  winning  in¬ 
creasing  recognition  as  a  reasonable  basis  for  co¬ 
operation  between  peoples  and  the  improvement  of 
the  international  situation. 

Of  great  importance  is  the  strengthening  of  peace- 
oriented  political  relations  between  states,  irrespective 
of  their  social  systems. 

The  European  countries,  linked  by  traditional  trade 
relations,  can  only  gain  by  the  development  of  their 
economic  co-operation  on  a  reciprocal  basis. 

The  extension  of  economic  relations  between  the 
states  of  Europe  and  the  elimination  of  discrimination 
and  obstacles  existing  in  this  sphere  constitute  a 
particularly  important  factor  for  a  rapprochement 
and  the  establishment  of  an  atmosphere  of  trust  and 
mutual  understanding  among  the  peoples. 

The  development  of  economic  relations  between 
the  European  countries  makes  it  possible  to  extend 
their  trade  with  partners  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

These  relations,  together  with  a  comprehensive 
development  of  scientific,  technical  and  cultural  co¬ 
operation,  which  makes  it  possible  to  achieve  a  better 
mutual  acquaintance  among  the  peoples,  can,  as  they 
develop,  provide  the  material  basis  for  European 
security  and  the  consolidation  of  world  peace. 

Despite  all  the  differences  in  their  social  and 
political  systems,  ideology  and  political  views,  the 
European  states  and  peoples  have  a  common  cause 
which  confirms  to  the  vital  national  interests  of  all— 
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it  is  the  task  of  preventing  the  violation  of  peace  in 
Europe  and  of  curbing  the  forces  of  aggression. 

Ill 

The  signatory  states  to  this  present  Declaration 
maintain  that  the  situation  which  is  developing  today 
requires  energetic  action  towards  the  consohdation  of 
European  peace  on  the  part  of  all  the  European 
states. 

The  governments  of  European  states  cannot  rely 
on  reassuring  declarations  from  those  who  harbour 
aggressive  plans,  cannot  take  on  trust  the  assurances 
of  those  who  seek  a  revision  of  the  results  of  the 
Second  World  War  and  at  the  same  time  claim  that 
they  need  nuclear  weapons  only  for  their  own 
security,  and  cannot  remain  passive,  thereby  encour¬ 
aging,  willingly  or  unwillingly,  the  forces  which  are 
preparing  for  Europe  the  fate  of  being  the  arena  of 
a  murderous  nuclear  conflict. 

Mindful  of  their  great  responsibility  to  the  peoples 
the  governments  of  the  European  states  should 
undertake  steps  that  could  ensure  a  turn  in  the 
direction  of  a  relaxation  of  tension  in  Europe,  the 
consolidation  of  security  and  the  development  of 
peaceful,  mutually  profitable  co-operation  between 
European  states. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  Europe  finds  itself 
faced  with  this  task. 

The  First  and  Second  World  Wars  were  prepared 
by  the  forces  of  aggression  in  deep  secret,  under  the 
cover  of  deceptive  professions  of  peaceful  intentions. 

The  giant  machinery  of  propaganda  and  misinfor¬ 
mation  was  used  each  time  to  lull  the  vigilance  of 
the  peoples.  The  peoples’  eyes  were  opened,  but  only 
when  millions  of  people  were  already  dying  and 
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when  flourishing  cities  and  villages  were  being 
turned  into  heaps  of  ruins. 

This  cannot  be  allowed  to  happen  a  third  time — ^in 
the  age  of  nuclear  energy  and  powerful  missiles. 

The  states  which  are  parties  to  this  meeting 
strongly  advocate  that  constructive  measures  be  taken 
as  soon  as  possible  to  strengthen  security  in  Europe. 

They  are  convinced  that  such  steps  can  be  under¬ 
taken  in  present  conditions.  For  this,  they  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  co-operate  with  other  states. 

The  provision  of  stable  guarantees  of  peace  and 
security  in  Europe  is  an  important  task  which  re¬ 
quires  the  participation  of  all  the  European  states 
and  patient  and  constructive  discussion  of  their 
points  of  view  in  order  to  achieve  decisions  that 
would  be  approved  by  all. 

The  European  socialist  countries  have  repeatedly 
submitted  well-substantiated  proposals  which  con¬ 
stitute  a  specific  programme  of  action. 

The  states  that  are  signatories  to  this  Declaration 
hold  that  measures  for  the  strengthening  of  security 
in  Europe  can  and  should  be  taken,  in  the  first 
instance,  in  the  following  main  directions: 

1.  The  states  that  are  parties  to  this  meeting  call 
upon  all  European  states  to  develop  good-neigh¬ 
bourly  relations  on  the  basis  of  the  principles  of 
independence  and  national  sovereignty,  equality, 
non-interference  in  internal  affairs  and  mutual  advan¬ 
tage  founded  on  the  principles  of  peaceful  co-exist- 
ence  between  states  with  different  social  systems. 

Proceeding  from  this,  they  come  out  for  the 
strengthening  of  economic  and  trade  relations,  the 
multiplication  of  contacts  and  forms  of  co-operation 
in  the  spheres  of  science,  technology,  culture  and  art, 
as  well  as  in  other  areas  which  provide  new  oppor- 
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tunities  for  co-operation  among  European  countries. 

There  is  no  area  of  peaeeful  co-operation  where 
European  states  could  not  find  opportunities  for 
further  mutually  advantageous  steps. 

The  development  of  general  European  co-operation 
makes  it  necessary  for  all  states  to  renounce  any  kind 
of  discrimination  and  pressure,  either  political  or 
economic  in  nature,  designed  against  other  countries, 
and  requires  their  equal  co-operation  and  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  normal  relations  between  them,  includ¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  normal  relations  with  both 
German  states. 

The  establishment  and  development  of  good- 
neighbourly  relations  between  European  states  with 
different  social  systems  can  make  their  economic  and 
cultural  contacts  more  active  and  thus  increase  the 
possibilities  for  European  states  to  make  an  effective 
contribution  to  the  cause  of  improving  the  climate 
in  Europe  and  the  development  of  mutual  confidence 
and  respect. 

2.  The  socialist  countries  have  always  and  con¬ 
sistently  come  out  against  the  division  of  the  world 
into  military  blocs  or  alliances,  and  for  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  the  dangers  which  flow  from  this  for  univer¬ 
sal  peace  and  security. 

The  Warsaw  Treaty  of  Friendship,  Co-operation 
and  Mutual  Assistance — a  defensive  pact  of 
sovereign  and  equal  states  which  is  an  instrument  of 
defence  of  the  security  of  the  member-states  of  the 
treaty  and  of  peace  in  Europe — was  concluded  in 
reply  to  the  formation  of  the  military  aggressive 
N.A.T.O.  alignment  and  the  inclusion  of  West 
Germany  into  it. 

However,  the  member-states  of  the  Warsaw  Treaty 
Organisation  have  considered  and  consider  now  that 
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the  existence  of  military  blocs  and  war  bases  on  the 
territories  of  other  states,  which  are  imposed  by  the 
imperialist  forces,  constitute  an  obstacle  along  the 
road  of  co-operation  between  states. 

A  genuine  guarantee  of  the  security  and  progress 
of  every  European  country  must  be  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  an  effective  security  system  in  Europe, 
based  on  relations  of  equality  and  mutual  respect 
between  all  states  of  the  continent  and  on  the  joint 
efforts  of  all  European  nations — and  not  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  military  alignments  which  do  not  conform 
with  healthy  tendencies  in  international  affairs  today. 

The  countries  that  have  signed  this  declaration 
consider  that  the  need  has  matured  for  steps  to  be 
taken  towards  the  relaxation,  above  all,  of  military 
tension  in  Europe. 

An  important  advance  towards  this  would  be  the 
simultaneous  dissolution  of  the  existing  military 
alliances,  and  the  present  situation  makes  this 
possible. 

The  governments  of  our  states  have  more  than 
once  pointed  out  that  in  case  of  the  discontinuance 
of  the  operation  of  the  North  Atlantic  Alliance,  the 
Warsaw  Treaty  would  become  invalid,  and  that  their 
place  ought  to  be  taken  by  a  European  security 
system. 

They  now  solemnly  reaffirm  their  readiness  for 
the  simultaneous  abolition  of  these  alliances. 

If,  however,  the  member-states  of  the  North 
Atlantic  Treaty  are  still  not  ready  to  accept  the 
complete  dissolution  of  both  alignments,  the  states 
that  have  signed  this  Declaration  consider  that  it  is 
already  now  expedient  to  reach  an  understanding  on 
the  abolition  of  the  military  organisations,  both  of 
the  North  Atlantic  Pact  and  the  Warsaw  Treaty. 
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At  the  same  time,  they  declare  that  as  long  as  the 
North  Atlantic  bloc  exists,  and  aggressive  imperialist 
circles  encroach  on  world  peace,  the  socialist 
countries  represented  at  this  meeting,  maintaining 
high  vigilance,  are  fully  resolved  to  strengthen  their 
might  and  defence  potential. 

At  the  same  time,  we  believe  it  necessary  that  all 
member-states  of  the  North  Atlantic  Pact  and  the 
Warsaw  Treaty,  and  also  the  countries  which  do  not 
participate  in  any  military  alliances,  should  exert 
efforts  on  a  bilateral  or  multilateral  basis  with  the 
object  of  advancing  the  cause  of  European  security. 

3.  Great  importance  is  now  also  assumed  by  such 
partial  measures  towards  military  relaxation  on  the 
European  continent  as: 

The  abolition  of  foreign  war  bases; 

The  withdrawal  of  all  forces  from  foreign  terri¬ 
tories  to  within  their  national  frontiers; 

The  reduction,  on  an  agreed  scale  and  at  agreed 
deadlines,  of  the  numerical  strength  of  the  armed 
forces  of  both  German  states; 

Measures  aimed  at  the  elimination  of  the  danger 
of  a  nuclear  conflict:  the  setting  up  of  nuclear-free 
zones  and  the  assumption  of  the  commitment  by  the 
nuclear  powers  not  to  use  these  weapons  against  the 
states  which  are  parties  to  such  zones,  etc.; 

I’he  ending  of  flights  by  foreign  planes  carrying 
atom  or  hydrogen  bombs  over  the  territories  of 
European  states  and  of  the  entry  of  foreign  sub¬ 
marines  and  surface  ships  with  nuclear  arms  on 
board  into  the  ports  of  such  states. 

4.  Bearing  in  mind  the  danger  to  the  cause  of 
peace  in  Europe  of  the  nuclear  claims  of  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany,  the  states  must  concentrate 
their  efforts  on  excluding  the  possibility  of  access  of 
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the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  to  nuclear  weapons 
in  any  form — directly,  or  indirectly  through  align¬ 
ments  of  states — and  to  exclusive  control  or  any 
form  of  participation  in  the  control  of  such  weapons. 

The  way  this  problem  is  resolved  will  largely 
determine  the  future  of  the  peoples  of  Europe,  and 
not  only  the  peoples  of  Europe.  On  this  question, 
too,  half-hearted  decisions  are  impermissible. 

5.  The  immutability  of  frontiers  is  the  foundation 
of  a  lasting  peace  in  Europe.  The  interests  of  the 
normalisation  of  the  situation  in  Europe  demand  that 
all  states,  both  in  Europe  and  outside  the  European 
continent,  proceed  in  their  foreign  political  actions 
from  recognition  of  the  frontiers  that  really  exist 
between  European  states,  frontiers  which  took  shape 
after  the  most  devastating  war  in  the  history  of  man¬ 
kind,  including  the  Polish  frontier  on  the  Oder-Neisse 
line  and  the  frontiers  between  the  two  German  states. 

6.  A  German  peace  settlement  is  in  accord  with 
the  interests  of  peace  in  Europe.  The  socialist  states 
which  are  represented  at  the  meeting  are  ready  to 
continue  the  search  for  the  solution  of  this  problem. 

This  solution  must  take  into  consideration  the 
interests  of  the  security  of  all  the  countries  concerned 
and  the  security  of  Europe  as  a  whole. 

A  constructive  approach  to  this  question,  just  as 
to  other  aspects  of  security  in  Europe,  is  possible 
only  if  it  proceeds  from  reality,  above  all,  from 
recognition  of  the  fact  of  the  existence  of  two 
German  states — the  German  Democratic  Republic 
and  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany. 

At  the  same  time,  such  a  settlement  requires 
recognition  of  the  existing  frontiers  and  the  refusal 
of  both  German  states  to  possess  nuclear  weapons. 

The  equal  participation  of  both  German  states  in 
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the  efforts  aimed  at  the  development  and  strengthen¬ 
ing  of  relations  of  inter-European  co-operation  in 
various  fields  of  activity — political,  economic,  scien¬ 
tific,  technical  and  cultural — will  enable  their  work¬ 
ing  class,  peasantry,  intellectuals  and  all  the  popula¬ 
tion,  to  make  their  contribution,  according  to  their 
possibilities  and  constructive  abilities,  together  with 
other  European  peoples,  to  the  cause  of  progress  and 
peace. 

As  for  the  reunion  of  both  German  states,  the  way 
to  this  lies  through  the  relaxation  of  tension,  through 
a  gradual  rapprochement  between  the  two  sovereign 
German  states  and  agreements  between  them, 
through  agreements  on  disarmament  in  Germany 
and  Europe,  and  on  the  basis  of  the  principle  that 
when  Germany  is  reunited,  the  united  German  state 
would  be  truly  peaceful  and  democratic  and  would 
never  again  be  a  danger  to  its  neighbours  or  to  peace 
in  Europe. 

7.  Convocation  of  a  general  European  conference 
to  discuss  the  questions  of  ensuring  security  in 
Europe  and  organising  general  European  co-opera¬ 
tion  would  be  of  great  positive  importance. 

The  agreement  reached  at  the  conference  could 
be  expressed,  for  example,  in  the  form  of  a  general 
European  declaration  on  co-operation  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  and  strengthening  of  European  security. 

Such  a  declaration  could  provide  for  an  under¬ 
taking  by  the  signatories  to  be  guided  in  their  rela¬ 
tions  by  the  interests  of  peace,  to  settle  disputes  by 
peaceful  means  only,  to  hold  consultations  and  ex¬ 
change  information  on  questions  of  mutual  interest 
and  to  contribute  to  the  all-round  development  of 
economic,  scientific,  technical  and  cultural  relations. 
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The  declaration  should  be  open  to  all  interested 
states  to  join. 

The  convocation  of  a  conference  on  questions  of 
European  security  and  co-operation  could  contribute 
to  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  collective  security 
in  Europe  and  would  be  an  important  landmark  in 
the  contemporary  history  of  Europe. 

Our  countries  are  ready  to  take  part  in  such  a 
conference  at  any  time  convenient  to  the  other 
interested  states,  both  members  of  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  and  neutrals. 

Neutral  European  countries  could  also  play  a 
positive  role  in  the  convocation  of  such  a  meeting. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  agenda  and  other 
questions  concerning  the  preparation  of  such  a  meet¬ 
ing  or  conference  should  be  decided  upon  by  all 
participating  states  together,  bearing  in  mind  the 
proposals  submitted  by  every  one  of  them. 

The  countries  represented  at  this  meeting  are  also 
prepared  to  use  other  methods  available  for  discus¬ 
sing  problems  of  European  security:  talks  through 
diplomatic  channels,  meetings  of  Foreign  Ministers 
or  special  representatives  on  a  bilateral  or  multi¬ 
lateral  basis  and  contacts  at  the  highest  level. 

They  consider  that  the  considerations  stated  above 
cover  the  principal,  the  most  important  aspects  of 
ensuring  European  security. 

They  are  also  ready  to  discuss  other  proposals 
which  have  been  submitted  or  may  be  submitted  by 
any  state  for  the  solution  of  this  problem. 

As  regards  the  participants  in  such  a  discussion, 
the  Warsaw  Treaty  states  make  no  exceptions.  It  is 
up  to  each  state  to  choose  between  participating  in 
the  discussion  and  the  solution  of  European 
problems,  or  not. 
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It  is  not,  of  course,  a  matter  of  indifference  to  the 
peoples  what  political  course  this  or  that  state  might 
take — one  corresponding  to  the  interests  of  peace 
and  security  or  in  conflict  with  these  interests. 

The  parties  to  this  meeting  are  convinced  that 
countries  on  the  other  continents,  too,  cannot  be 
indifferent  to  how  things  develop  in  Europe. 

The  flames  of  the  two  world  wars  broke  out  on 
European  soil,  but  they  scorched  almost  the  entire 
planet.  Devastation  and  losses  were  suffered  by  many 
countries,  including  some  on  continents  lying  far 
from  Europe. 

Any  government  which  is  concerned  for  the 
destinies  of  the  world,  therefore,  cannot  but  welcome 
every  step  which  leads  to  a  relaxation  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  situation  in  Europe  and  cannot  but 
support  these  efforts. 

In  expressing  their  interest  in  strengthening  Euro¬ 
pean  security  and  their  readiness  to  participate  in 
appropriate  steps  towards  this  goal,  our  countries 
are  convinced  that  it  is  the  duty  of  all  European 
states  to  contribute  to  the  solution  of  problems  of 
worldwide  importance,  the  adjustment  of  which 
would  unquestionably  have  a  favourable  effect  on 
the  situation  in  Europe  too. 

This  applies  to  the  problems  of  ensuring  non¬ 
interference  in  the  internal  affairs  of  states,  the  pro¬ 
hibition  of  the  use  of  force  or  the  threat  of  force  in 
international  relations,  disarmament,  the  prohibition 
of  the  use  of  nuclear  weapons  and  other  important 
measures  aimed  at  eliminating  the  danger  of  a 
nuclear  conflict,  the  final  abolition  of  colonialism  in 
all  its  forms  and  manifestations,  the  abolition  of 
foreign  military  bases  and  the  development  of  inter- 
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national  economic  co-operation  on  the  basis  of 
equality. 

For  their  part,  the  states  represented  at  this  meet¬ 
ing  will  continue  to  do  everything  in  their  power  to 
contribute  to  the  earliest  solution  of  these  world 
problems. 

They  attach  great  importance  to  the  strengthening 
of  the  United  Nations  Organisation  on  the  basis  of 
the  strict  observance  of  its  Charter,  of  ensuring  the 
universal  nature  of  the  United  Nations,  and  of  bring¬ 
ing  its  activities  into  line  with  the  changes 
which  have  taken  place  in  the  world,  and  will 
in  every  way  contribute  to  increasing  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  organisation  for  the  preservation  of 
world  peace  and  security  and  the  development  of 
friendly  relations  between  peoples. 

The  states  that  are  signatories  to  this  Declaration 
express  their  readiness  to  join  other  states  in  seek¬ 
ing  mutually  acceptable  ways  of  strengthening  peace 
in  Europe. 

They  are  determined  to  uphold  in  the  world  arena 
the  line  of  peace,  international  co-operation  between 
states  and  the  rallying  of  all  fre^om-loving  and 
progressive  forces,  and  to  fight  against  imperialist 
aggression  and  the  policy  of  diktat  and  violence  and 
to  support  the  cause  of  freedom,  national  independ¬ 
ence  and  social  progress. 

The  parties  to  this  meeting  appeal  to  all  European 
governments  and  nations,  to  all  the  forces  of  peace 
and  progress  on  our  continent,  regardless  of  their 
ideological,  political  or  religious  convictions,  to  join 
forces  so  that  Europe,  one  of  the  most  important 
centres  of  world  civilisation,  will  become  a  continent 
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of  all-round  and  fruitful  co-operation  of  equal 
nations  and  a  mighty  factor  for  the  stability  of  peace 
and  mutual  understanding  throughout  the  world.

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INSTRUCTIONS  ISSUED  FOR 
CARRYING  OUT 
WARSAW  TREATY  DECISIONS 
ON  ECONOMIC  AND 
MILITARY  AID  TO  VIETNAM 


The  text  of  the  official  announcement  is  given  below: 

The  political  bureau  of  the  C.P.S.U.  central  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  U.S.S.R.  Council  of  Ministers  have 
considered  the  report  of  the  Soviet  delegations  on 
their  work  at  the  meeting  of  the  political  consulta¬ 
tive  committee  of  the  parties  to  the  Warsaw  Treaty 
on  Friendship,  Co-operation  and  Mutual  Assistance, 
and  at  the  meeting  of  the  leaders  of  the  Communist 
and  Workers’  Parties  and  the  heads  of  government 
of  the  member-states  of  the  Council  for  Mutual 
Economic  Assistance  which  were  held  in  Bucharest 
from  July  4  to  7,  1966. 

The  Soviet  Union  attaches  great  significance  to  the 
decisions  of  the  meeting  of  the  political  consultative 
committee,  which  discussed  the  most  pressing  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  present  international  situation — questions 
of  peace  and  security  in  Europe  and  the  situation 
which  has  developed  as  the  result  of  the  United 
States  aggression  in  Vietnam. 

The  political  bureau  of  the  C.P.S.U.  central  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Soviet  government  note  with  great 
satisfaction  that  the  Declaration  on  Strengthening 
Peace  and  Security  in  Europe  was  an  expression  of 
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The  political  bureau  of  the  C.P.S.U.  central  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Soviet  government  have  instructed 
the  appropriate  government  bodies  to  take  all  the 
necessary  steps  arising  from  this  statement  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  heroic  Vietnamese  people,  including 
those  connected  with  rendering  economic  and  mili¬ 
tary  aid  to  repel  the  American  aggression,  taking 
the  requirements  caused  by  the  new  phase  of  the  war 
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plans  of  imperialism  in  Europe. 

The  Soviet  Union  fully  shares  the  view  of  those 
taking  part  in  the  meeting  that  it  is  in  the  interests 
of  peace  and  security  in  the  European  continent  to 
rule  out  any  access  to  nuclear  arms  by  the  West 
German  militarist  and  revenge-seeking  circles  who 
are  supported  by  U.S.  imperialism,  and  resolutely  to 
denounce  their  territorial  claims. 

The  political  bureau  of  the  C.P.S.U.  central  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  U.S.S.R.  Council  of  Ministers  noted 
with  profound  satisfaction  the  unanimous  statement 
by  all  the  states  that  signed  the  Declaration  to  the 
effect  that  one  of  the  main  pre-conditions  for  safe¬ 
guarding  European  security  is  the  immutability  of 
the  existing  frontiers  between  European  states,  in¬ 
cluding  the  frontiers  of  the  sovereign  German  Demo¬ 
cratic  Republic,  Poland  and  Czechoslovakia,  and  that 
all  the  states  represented  at  the  meeting  reaffirm 
their  resolve  to  crush  any  aggression  against  them  by 
the  forces  of  imperialism  and  reaction. 

The  Soviet  Union  supports  the  programme  for 
safeguarding  peace  in  Europe  which  was  worked  out 
by  the  meeting  and,  together  with  other  states,  is 
fully  resolved  to  seek  ways  for  strengthening  Euro¬ 
pean  security  and  to  do  everything  it  can  to  turn 
Europe  into  a  continent  of  fruitful  co-operation  and 
a  powerful  factor  for  the  stability  of  peace  and 
mutual  understanding  throughout  the  world. 

The  statement  of  the  Warsaw  Treaty  member- 
states  concerning  the  United  States  aggression  in 
Vietnam,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
meeting,  has  the  full  approval  and  emphatic  support 
of  the  Soviet  Union. 
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The  political  bureau  of  the  C.P.S.U.  central  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Soviet  government  have  instructed 
the  appropriate  government  bodies  to  take  all  the 
necessary  steps  arising  from  this  statement  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  heroic  Vietnamese  people,  including 
those  connected  with  rendering  economic  and  mili¬ 
tary  aid  to  repel  the  American  aggression,  taking 
the  requirements  caused  by  the  new  phase  of  the  war 
in  Vietnam  into  due  account. 

The  political  bureau  of  the  C.P.S.U.  central  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Soviet  government  attach  great  im¬ 
portance  to  the  exchange  of  views  which  took  place 
at  the  meeting  of  leaders  of  the  Communist  and 
Workers’  Parties  and  the  heads  of  government  of 
the  countries  which  are  parties  to  the  Council  of 
Mutual  Economic  Assistance,  which  brought  out 
their  unanimous  desire  to  continue  to  expand  the 
varied  economic  co-operation  in  the  interests  of  their 
countries  and  of  strengthening  the  world  socialist 
system. 

The  political  bureau  of  the  C.P.S.U.  central  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  U.S.S.R.  Council  of  Ministers  fully 
approve  the  work  of  the  Soviet  delegation  at  the 
meeting  of  the  political  consultative  committee  and 
the  meeting  of  leaders  of  Communist  and  Workers’ 
Parties  and  heads  of  governments  of  the  Comecon 
countries  and  assess  the  decisions  adopted  as  an 
important  new  reaffirmation  of  the  growing  strength 
of  the  unity  and  cohesion  of  the  socialist  countries. 
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
